Was the Russian Fleet In Co 
rean Straits Last Snnday. 



At a meeting of the Republican 
State Central Committee held at 
Is>uisvdle la.st Saturday important 
changes in the rules governing the 
party organization were made. 

Practically the entire b<Mik of rules 
was revi.sed, but only one rule tiikes 
effect July 1. 

'The principal change in addition 
to the emergency rules provides that 
all precinct committeemen .shall be 
elected on the same day and at the 
same hour and the date for election 
is fixe<l for 1 o’clock p. m. the first 
Saturday in March of Presidential 
years. Provision is made for filling 
vacancies. A rule was also adopted 
that “standanl” time is invariably 
intended. In one or two instances 
county conventions called for a cet- 
tain hour would be called to order 
at ”sun” time and would havefinish- 
e<i the business and adjournetl twen- 
ty-two minutes later, when the other 
delegates would arrive too late to 
participate. 

The principal change made in the 
rules, however, are to make them 
more specific so there will be fewer 
contests. It was the desire of the 
committee to make the rules so 
simple and plain that they could not 
be misunderstood. The new resolu- 
tion, which becomes effective imme- 
diately, reads as follows; 

’’When the Chairman, Secretary, 
Treasurer, or any other officer of, or 
any member of, a County Executive 
Committee shall become a candidate 
for the nomination of any county, 
municipal or district office to be fill- 
ed at any regular or special electien, 
he shall immediately resign his office 
as member of such committee, and 
the vacancy caused thereby shall be 
filled as provided for by the party 
rules; and on his failure to so resign 
from said committee (he not being 
allowed to vote thereon) .shall there- 
u|K)n declare his office as member 
vacant and shall fill the vacancy 
agreeable to the party rules.”

tude of the disaster suffere<l by the 
Ru.ssian ffeet last Sunday in (’ >r<*an 
.Straits, and |v»int to the fact that 
the Ru.ssian’shopes.so far as this war 
is concernetl, now lie in whatever 
may l>e accomplishe«l by the oftl>ea- 
ten army in Manchuria. An official 
rejsirt receive*! fr»»m Tokio by the 
Japanese legation at Washington 
.Momlay evening, says that the 
Ruasian losses iletinitely known in- 
clude two battle ships, a coast de- 
fease ship, five cruisers, two sjiecial 
shijis, and three destroyers sunk, and 
two battle ships, tw*> coast ilefens** 
shit>s, one destmyer and (»ne siH-cial 
servife ship capture*!, while over J, 
(SN> pri.soners were taken. inclu*iing 
Rear Admiral Neb*>fiatoff. 

• There is nothing t*> clearly indicate 
the extent *»f the Ja*janese l*»s.ses, 
an*l it is augg*«*te*l fmm *»ne source 
that the Tokio g*)vemment is wating 
t*> hear from A*lmiral Rojestvensky 
by way of Vla*livostok before an- 
iKiunciug to what extent its fleet has 
.suffere*!. The news of the disaster 
has cause*! *le«’p *lepressi*>n in *)ff\c- 
ial Ruiada. t hough it is not yet 
, known generally among the Russian 
Iieople. 

Rojestvensky’s defi'at has given 
rest to renewe*! talk of peace. 
It is pointed out that Russia in this 
crisis will turn t*i Fnmce through its 
foreign minister. M. Delcaaae, while 
fr*>m Wathington conu*s informati*in 
that Presi«lent K»M»sevelt. in accord- 
an*-e with his pr*»mise, aun*)unce*l a 
long time ago. is taking steps t*> *lo 
all in his |M*\ver to bring about peace 
negotiations. 

Nothing has been hear*! from Vice 
.\dmiral R*»jestvensky. In T*)kio 
there is s*>me belief that he has i>er- 
ished, while another source ssiys he 
was rescue*! by a tor|»e<lo bi>at, but 
that he is wounded.

Tokio, May .".1 Beyond the results 
little is known here of .Admiral To- 
g*)’s stunning victory over Adminif 
Rojestveusky. Rojestvensky reach- 
*sl (Juelpart Island, K**rea, early 
,'saturday and headetl for the Tsu Is- 
lands. The exact number of vessels 
In his fleet is not clear, but he had 
his main fighting ye.sscds with a num- 
ber *)f light cruisers an*l transp*>rts. 
The disiMisition of the Japane.se fltH*t 
appears to have btfen an iileal one. 

Admiral Togo had waittsl for 
week; in the vicinity of the Tsu Is- 
lan*l, refusing to be lured away and 
to forfeit his advantage. The inner 
line was held by Admiral T*)go with 
the batte.ship and Vice A*lmiral 
Kamiinura with the cruisers. Rear 
Admiral Kataoka with the light 
g* siiuadren first attacked Rojestven- 
sky. The onler and circumstance of 
the attack are not clear. According 
to one rep*)rt Kamiinura went out- 
side the straits and foile*l Rojestven- 
.sky, preventing his retreat. When 
Rojestvensky encountere*! Admiral 
Togo there appears to have been a 
^ running fight to the northeast 
^ Saturday afternoon. Tliere was a 
series of desperate and successful 
t*irpedo attacks Satuaday night and 
a resumption of the battle on Sun- 
day, Togo pressing the Russian fleet 
toward the southeastern coa.st of 
^ Korea. 

The people were confident, but of- 
ficial confirmafum of their lielief and 
hofied thrilled the people as nothing 
has since hostilities began. The long 
voyage of Admiral Rojestvensky, the 
t^quality on paper of the strength of 
^ 'the fleets, the irritation caused by 
refKirted violations of neutrality, the

ble section of the Russian fleet

Apart from the pygmies C ilonell 
Harrison .sa.vs there is no sign of hu- 
man life in the forest Partl.v from 
superstition and largely owing to 
the pygmies, he informe i a lieuter's 
repre.sentative. the natives, avoid 
and will not enter it. Kven the 
pygmies do not penetrate for more 
than about two days into its recess- 
es, and the white men .!o not go 
there. 

Messages were sent to the little 
people by means of a pygmy boy . 
who spoke Swahili, and who was 
with Colones Harrison's party, an- 
nouncing the approach of a man and 
explaining the object of the visit. 

"When once 1 had gained their 
confidence,” sa.vs the Colonel, “they 
were quiet friendly, and eventually 
six of t’nem- four men and two wom- 
en — volenteered to con'.e with me to 
England. They freely conducted 
me to their little villages, and 
at night time erected leafty struc- 
tures, in order which 1 slept. They 
are of an extremely low order of 
intelligence, and know absolutely 
nothing of what goes on amund 
them. They seem to have no relig- 
ious instincts and jKj'wes.s a idea of 
Supreme Being. 

"Their average height is from 4 
feet to 4 feet 3i. and, curiously 
enough, as a rule the women are tal- 
ler than the men. The women have 
also better physical development. 
The men seemei! to me to l»e starve*! 
to death. 

“The actual village'* were some di.s- 
tant from theclearings, the tiny huts 
being packed and hidden away be- 
tween the trees, sometimes inacce.s.si- 
hle places. One of them cun-iisted 
of .some dozen little leafed arbors, 
seven feet in diameter, and less than 
four feet high at the highest point. 
In front of the^e burned a bright 
fire, while within each of the dv.el-
